Lowry McCaslin has suf¬ 
fered another setback in his 
effort to have the Anoakia 
area of Arcadia zoned at a 
level he feels would be eco¬ 
nomically feasible for de¬ 
velopment. 

’The Arcadia Pla n n i n g 
Commission unanimo u s 1 y 
approved a zone chan g e 
from R-1 7,500 to R-0 30,000 
for the 30.6 acres adjacent to 
the northwest corn e r of 
Baldwin Avenue and Foot¬ 
hill Boulevard. The change 
brings the zoning into con¬ 
formity with the city’s gen¬ 
eral plan designation of 0-2 
dwelling units per acre for 
the area. 

McCaslin owns approxf 
mately two-thirds of the 
area affected by the zone 
change. His 20-acre parcel 
includes the historic Anoakia 
mansion home of Anita 
Baldwin, one of two daugh¬ 
ters of E. J. "Lucky” Bald¬ 
win, founder of Arcadia. 

Also Included in the zone 
change are homes on Anoa- 
.kia Lane, Hampton Road, 
Fallen Leaf Road and West 
FoothiU Boulevard, all part 
of a county island annexed 
to the city last year. 


McCaslin for years, as the 
major property owner of tlie 
island, had held out against 
armexation to the city. After 
the hearing Tuesday night 
he said the commission’s ac¬ 
tion was one of the reasons 
he had fought annexation. 

He said he might “take a 
shot” at an appeal to tlie 
City Council hut didn’t have 
much hope for a reversal of 
the commission decision. 

“I may transfer the prop¬ 
erty to a college or univer¬ 
sity,” he said, adding that he 
would check with his deve¬ 
loper before making another 
move.

State and Federal Officials 
Admit Forms Are Tougher 


California and federal tax 
officials today confirmed 
that 1976 income tax forms 
will be considerably more 
complicated than usual. 

Two of the top tax offi¬ 
cials in the state, Martin 
Huff, executive officer. 
Franchise Tax Board, and 
William H. Connett, IRS 
district director for Southern 
California, expressed con¬ 
cern that taxpayers may 
find themse Ives over- 
whelmed by the more com¬ 
plex tax forms. 

“The new 1040 is definite¬ 
ly more difficult,” Connett 
said. “It reflects numerous 
changes necessitated by the 
Tax Reform Act of 19’76. 

Huff said CalLfo r n i a’s 
form 540 for 1976 differs in 
three major respects from 
the previous year’s State re¬ 
turn. "One is an increase of 
limits on the special. low- 
income credit, which means 
more taxpayers with higher 
incomes can now qualify for 
the credit. 

“Another refers to the 
State renter’s credit, which 
will now be a flat $37, re¬ 
gardless of Income. 

“The third change allows 
persons who have installed 
qualified solar energy de¬ 
vices to clajm a tax credit of 
10 per cent of the costs, up 
to $1,000.” 

Huff added that the State 
form does generally conform 
to the federal law on indi¬ 
vidual retirement accounts. 

Connett listed several new

tax credits that apply to the 
1976 federal forms, all of 
which have the net effect of 
reducing tax liability. 'Ihe 
most dramatic example, he 
said, is a credit for child¬ 
care expenses. Those e x - 
penses, formerly treated as 
deductions, can now be used 
to reduce federal tax liabi¬ 
lity dollar-for-dollar up to 
certain limits, regardless of 
a taxpayer’s Income level. 

“The new federal forms 
also have fewer tax tables 
than those for past years,” 
Connett said. “This requires 
taxpayers to make addi¬ 
tional computations and will 
increase the probability of 
error on the returns. We 
therefore advise everyo n e 
who had less than $20,000 of 
adjusted gross income in 

1976 to let our 5?ervice Cen¬ 
ter employees compute the 
lax liability.” 

Huff emphasized that the 
State tax agency doe.s not 
compute the taxes due, as 
the IRS does. 

Connett also expLai n e d 
other features of the Tax 
Reform Act which are re¬ 
flected on the federal re¬ 
turns. They Include i n - 
creases in the low-income al¬ 
lowance and the standard 
deduction: the “credit for the 
elderly,” which replaces the 
retirement income credit: 
and the extension of the 
earned income credit. 

Connett said delivery of 
federal tax forms is running 
according to past years’ 
schedules, despite late en¬ 
actment of the ’76 Reform 
.4ct, which the President 
signed into law less than 
two months ago. They 
should have reached the tax¬ 
payers by this week. 

Huff said the mailing of 
State forms is slightly be¬ 
hind last year’s schedule. 
About half have been 
mailed; the balance will be 
out by mid-January. 

Both officials advised tax¬ 
payers to complete the fed¬ 
eral forms prior to begin¬ 
ning work on the 540 State 
return. 'This will facilitate 
the deducting of State taxes 
paid or withheld dur i n g 
1976, and reporting as in¬ 
come for that year the 
amounts of such taxes re- 
ceveived as refunds. 

Anticipating a large vol- 
iume of taxpayer inq.ulries, 
Connett and Huff said both 
their agencies have been 
training volunteer citiz e n 
groups to help relieve IRS 
and FTB phone and walk-in 
congestion. To date, more 
than 3,000 Southern Califor¬ 
nia volunters have been 
trained or are scheduled to 
receive the training for the 

1977 income tax filing sea- 


New Law To 
Cover Home 
Workers 

There are seven million 
houesholds in California — 
4% million private homes 
and 2% million rental units. 
Every one of these hcxise- 
could be affected by a new 
California law which became 
effective on January 1, ac¬ 
cording to the California 
Committee on Househ o 1 d 
Workers’ Compensation In • 
surance. 

On that date the law ex¬ 
tended workers’ compensa¬ 
tion benefits to a whole new 
segment of the worki n g 
population who may be in¬ 
jured while on the job. These 
employees — part-time and 
casual workers — have not 
been afforded this protoctinai 
in the past and California is 
one of the first states to put 
this extension of benefits 
into law. 

Starting with the first 
minute of 1977, California 
residents who hire anyone to 
do any work around the 
house or garden, for how¬ 
ever little time, will be held 
financially responsi b 1 e to 
provide tenefits if the em¬ 
ployee is injiured while 
working. All reason able 
medical care Is covered — 
medical bills, medicine, hos¬ 
pital costs, tests and x-ray, 
crutches— everything neces¬ 
sary to cure the employee’s 
Injury. Rehabilitation costs 
will also be provided and 
employees receive a portion 
of lost wages, up to a maxi¬ 
mum set by the California 
legislature. Additional pay • 
ment are made for perma¬ 
nent disability, such as loss 
of sight, and if an employee 
dies as the result of Injury, 
payment may be made to 
surviving dependents. 

Certain liability insurance 
policies can include this 
coverage for as little as $5 
per year but householders 
should not assume they 
automatically have this 
broadened endorsement. The 
responsibility for any em¬ 
ployer exists, regardless of 
the availability of insurimee 
payments, so a check with 
an insurance agent, broker 
or company representative is 
in order.

Clas s e s 
start at 6:30 p.m. and end 
at 10:30 at the new Fire 
and Police Facility training 
room. By the use of multiple 
instructors, groups of 30 stu¬ 
dents can be accommodated. 

Anyone over eighth grade 
and above is qualified to 
sign up for the Cardiopul¬ 
monary cla.sses and it is 
especialy urged that those 
living in households with 
persons with known cardiac- 
problems take advantage of 
these free classes.

After turning down the 
proposition in 1974, the Sier¬ 
ra Madre City Council, by 
a unanimous vote, gave ap¬ 
proval to the City Adminis¬ 
trator to apply for seme 
$95,459 in Housing and Com¬ 
munity Development Funds 
offered by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The first in a series of 
two Public Hearings have 
been called by the City 
Council, the first being set 
for January 11, at the City 
Council Chambers at the 
hour of 7:30. Although a 
housing inventory and study 
is required, the city may 
spend the money on a var¬ 
iety of projet s, such as 
Water Department and Park 
Facilities, Lund stated, or 
oould include park acquisi¬ 
tion, construction, pub 1 i c 
works projects 

Although rejecting the ap¬ 
plication in 1974, the Coun¬ 
cil objected to the wording, 
but Lund said, that his re¬ 
port explained to the Coun¬ 
cil that the wording merely 
assures that the city will 
comply with the rules and 
regulations of the HCD act. 

According to City Admin¬ 
istrator Lund, the city can 
apply directly to the fed¬ 
eral government for funding, 
or it may seek the money 
through the county’s alloca¬ 
tions. “Discretionary funds 
are harder to get,” Lund 
said, "because there’s not 
much left over. Chances are 
better by going through the 
county.”

Federal Tax On 
Telephone Bills 
Reduced To 5% 

General Telephone has 
some good news for its cus¬ 
tomers — a reduction in the 
Federal excise tax on t..*le- 
phone bills.

The People Must Know 


By Howard Jarvis 

Chairman, United Organizations of Taxpayers, Inc 

A taxpayers lawsuit: The California Constitution, sec¬ 
tion 37 read; All property subject to taxation shall be 
assosed for taxation at its full cash value. This means 
that the Assessor shall determine the cash value, and 
hence the market value of all property in a County, prior 
to July 1, each year and to put all such property on the 
tax roll and certify to the County Board of Supervisors 
that all the property in the county is so stated on the 
roll, and that the equal provision as to cash value has 
been so assessed. 

For the 1976-77 role the Assessor only re-assessed about 
half of the property in Los Angeles County at much 
higher market value than before, but did not re-assess 
the other half of the property on the same basis or at all. 

This means that one property owner with a cash 
market value property worth $50,000 received an assess¬ 
ment much higher than other properties with the same 
market value of $50,000. This difference in the property 
tax required one taxpayer to pay far higher taxes than 
the other taxpayer for the same valued property. 

This result is in direct violation of the constitution 
of California. Both equal protection and due process are 
violated against all of the property owners who received 
higher market values than others with tlie same value 
property who received lower market value assessments. 

To correct this inequity, a suit has been filed in the 
Superior Court by Howard Jarvis, chairman, United Or- 
ganiaztlons of Taxpayers, to require the Assessor and the 
Board of Supervisors to invalidate the 1976-77 tax roll 
and to roll back the taxes of all those whose property 
tax was raised to tlie 1975-76 rates in order to comply 
with the constitution of the State of California. 


A principal allegation of the suit is that: In preparing 
the local assessment roll, the Assessor represented to all 
owners of real property within the County, to the County 
Auditor and to the Board of Supervisors that all parcels 
of real property included therein were assessed at their 
full cash, value as of July 1, 1976. 

In truth and i,n fact, over 50 per cent of the property 
located within the County was not assessed by the Asses¬ 
sor, for the fiscal j'ear 1976-77 at its full value. 

By virtue of said failure, and said representation, 
by the Assessor, plaintiff and all of those similarly situ¬ 
ated have been denied due process of law and equal 
protection of the law, as guaranteed by both the state 
and federal Constitutions. 

I have Just received a statement from Bruce F. Allen. 
Supervising Jud-ge of the Superior Court, Santa Clara 
County. It concerns the effect of a recent law (SB 42) 
on the criminal justice system now in California. 

"Sentencing for felony crimes in California has been 
tunned, overnight, into a senseless hodgepodge, a drastic 
reduction in possible actual penalties, and such an in¬ 
crease in court time on the part of the sentencing judge' 
that in many cases the judge will be forced to give the 
defendant county jail and probation in order to handle 
tile court case load. 


SB 42 erases over 100 years of California legislative 
and judicial experience which point by point has given 
us our present system of felony penalties. None of the 
over 400 Superior Court Judges who do sentencing of 
felonies were consulted and none that I know supported 
the bill. 

SB 42 repeals the habitual criminal act — eliminates 
first degree robbery — set a three level range for every 
felony other than a life sentence, such as 2 or 3 or 4 
years for robbery ^tnow 5 to life for armed robbery) un¬ 
less after a hearing brought by the attorneys with evi¬ 
dence and findings the judge sets the higher or lower 
term. 

No extra judges are provided to conduct these sen¬ 
tencing trials which will be required for most prison 
sentences — no money is provided to the counties for 
the extra prosecutors and public defenders to conduct 
these new type hearings and the cost will be on property 
taxes — the requirement of findings will result in most 
cases in the Judge using the middle range even after 
these extra hearings. 


The defendant gets one-third off for "good behavior” 
which, credit cannot be denied except in very limited in¬ 
stances (45 iday.s loss of credit for stabbing a guard, 
notliing for cursing the guard, urinating on the floor, or 
refusing to obey orders — one j’ear extra sentence (less 
one-third) for being armed with certain weapons and none 
for others, i.e., plus one year for firefarm, knife over 5” 
blaide, none for pellet pistol, knife up to 5” blade or bomb, 
or in the alternative, two years extra for the use of a 
firearm (now 5 years to life extra). 

Or i,n very rare cases, 3 years extra for intentional in¬ 
fliction of a few types of injury; a 5 year maximum for 
consecutive sentences (less one-third) no matter how many 
victims are involved — prompt release of all present 
prison inmates according to the new sch.edule (about 1000 
of the worst) — Enev' acTult authority (Community Release 
Board) procedures designed to force early parole of con¬ 
victed miurderers serving life sentences, such as a man¬ 
datory setting of parole release dates, release by two votes 
but denial only by fill board, prisoner must have un- 
diveded attention of board members, and can interrogate 
tlie miembers, etc.” 

I do not know how this strikes you who read this col¬ 
umn but it strikes me very hard and puts all the law 
abiding citizens of California under much more imminent 
danger from criminals than ever before. 

In my view this new law will put a tremendous new 
cost on property owners directly and will make a shambles 
of law enforcement. The general public will suffer losses 
from crime more than ever before aind I shudder to con¬ 
template the thousands of innocent persons who will be 
maimed, murdered and victimized as a result of this law. 

To me it is inconceivable that any legislature could 
.?ve,n contemplate inflicting such a disaster' upon the 
jjeople of California, let alone pass such a piece of dis- 
asterous legislation.

The federal revenue sharing program, wiiich was con- 
tiinued with a late-passed bill in the last session of con¬ 
gress, will give $177.4 million to state government and 
$354.9 miliion to local government in California.

If the records need to 
be searched there is a $2.00 charge.
